Walking one day with tho rebel offi- 


cer in command and earnestly pressing 
hii case ai a non-combatant, and there- 
fere unlawfully held as a prisoner of 
WIT, bo approached and for one second 
lingered on the dead lino in utter obliv- 
iousness of the prison rule. In that 
second the guard brought his gun to hut 
shoulder; the quick eye of Mr. Hea 
caught the motion and he sprang for- 
ward and the officer with him. The 
guard fired and tho ball whined by 
them and pierced tho body of a prison- 
er, a soldier of an Kastern regiment.— 
The next day the guard was promoted. 


Mr. Rea incurred the bitter animoiri '.y 


of his jailors by his out-spoken union- 
ism, not to siy abolitionism. Having 
fall faith in the doctrines of the Deal it- 
ration of Independence, ho wan fond of 
Fourth of July speeches, and " Tho 
D»y,' though in ft rebel prison, was duty 
honored. 


Mr. Kea wu not embraced in the list

The 
tuntl dead line, which prinoncrs were 
forbidden to craw, waj one within a few 
fact of the walli of the prison, and mutt 
be erotaed in an attempt to eocapc. But 
thia eitra dead line wan one in front of 
tho building in which the prisoner! 
lodged, and must be crossed in going to 
and from the prison yard , but on it 
they ntut not' linger on pain of being 
ihot without warning. Of ttiis dead 
line Mr. Kea told this incident. 


Walking one day with tho rebel offi- 


cer in command and earnestly presting 
his caae a* a non-combatant, and there- 
fere unlawfully held as a prisoner of 
war, bo approached and for one second 
lingered on the dead lino in utter obliv- 
iouaneM of the prinon rule. In that 
second the guard brought hii gun to his 
ibonlder; the qniek eye of Mr. Hea 
caught tho motion and ho sprang for- 
ward and the officer with him. The 
guard fired and tho ball whined by 
them and pierced tho body of a prison- 
er, a soldier of an Kastern regiment.— 
The next day the guard was promoted. 


Mr. Roa incurred the bitter animosi '.y 


of his jailers by his out-spoken union- 
ism, not to say abolitionism. Having 
full faith in the doctrines of the Docl it- 
ration of Independence, he wax fond of 
Fourth of July speeches, and " Tho 
Day,' though in a rebel prison, WON duty 
honored, 


Mr. Kea wai not embraced in the list 


of exchanges delirered to un at llern- 
•odo. H» came up on parole seeking 
an exchange for himself—civilian ior a 
civilian. 
If he failed hii parole obliged 


bUa to return to his prison, which, in 
hit belief, was a return to certain 
a*atb. 


I parted with him at tho headquar- 


ter* of Gen. C. C. Waahburn, and never 
•gain beard of him until to day, when I 
ww in the Decatur KIPVIIMCAN of the 
12th the announcement of his death.
